task of driv ing. 
Especially in towns and cities, wet 
leav es constitu te the greatest 
au ­ 
tu mn hazard. By making starts and 
stops less certain, they demand of 
ev en the ex perienced driv er a de­ 
gree of cau tion he has had little oc­ 
casion to u se since the snow and ice 
went ou t last spring. To the nov ice, 
they present some problems which 
are entirely new. 


For these, there is no better safe­ 
ty adv ice than the ru le that is now 
almost ax iomatic: Alway s driv e in 
su ch a m anner that y ou can stop in 
the clear space ahead. Many a motor-* 
ist has* thou ght he was obey ing this 
ru le, only to find that the stopping- 
distance on wet pav ement, or 
in 
slippery leav es, was something qu ite 
different from the stopping-distance 
on hard dry concrete. Here are the 
few simple ru les which will be fou nd 
to apply : 


1. Keep to speeds at which y ou 
can certainly stop, no m atter what 
the conditions u nderfoot. 
2. Apply the brakes gently and 
intermittenly at first, with the en­ 
gine still in gear, and let the inertia 
of the power plant help slow y ou 
down. 
3. ‘F eel” y ou r way to a stop, re­ 
leasing brake pressu re at the slight­ 
est tendency to slide, and re-apply ­ 
ing brakes gently as the wheels tu rn 
again. 
4. If the pav ement is v ery slippery , 
shift into second gear when speed 
is slackened to eight or 10 miles an 
hou r, and bring the car to a stop. 


All these ru les are necessitated by 
one simple fact: the laws of inertia 
prev ent qu ick stops— or qu ick starts 
either—<when grou nd conditions are 
su ch that traction is poor. So mu ch 
for the theory of it. The driv er who 
is abou t to u ndertake his 
driv ing 
u nder the new conditions u shered in 
by these seasons will be wise to ex ­ 
periment carefu lly , leaning alway s to 
the side of cau tion, u ntil 
he 
has 
learned by ex perience ex actly what 
response to ex pect from his car on 
any 
giv en 
su rface— leav es, 
slu sh, 
mu d, snow or ice.
